One, a Car Starter, Is rtally Wounded, 
the Other May Recover- Les Violence 
During the Day and the Militia Easily 
Master of the Situation — Linemen 
Ordered to Join the Strikers, Which 
Adds a Serious Complication=Cars Run- 
ning on Some of the Lines. :

Odd-Fellows’ Hall, scarcely half a block 
away, suddenly melted, a large number run- 
ping around iato Irving avenue, but about 
200 crowded into the hall. Then, ata signal, 
the line of men in blue stretched across the 
street, advanced at the. double-quick past the 
hall doors, which were at once closed and 
locked by the police, and the men were, like 
ratsina trap, secured until all of the cars 
were sent out and brought back to the depot,

There were many rumors flymg around 
Ridgewood ail day, but no really exciting in- 
cidents until after 3 o’ciock in the afternoon, 
when cars were started on the Gates avenue 
line. Two shots were fired, one by a police- 
man and another by a national guardsman. 
to enforce the order issued by the police au- 
thorities to keep every window closed along 
the line of the road. Only one missile was 
thrown at the first car, a piece of flrebrick 
from the inside of a store, which 
smashed a window but did not injure 
any of the occupants of the cur. 
With the exception of the pickets the militia 
was then drafted into the depot and quiet was 
again restored.

Much to the dismay of the railroad lobby, 


on Inter-State Commerce, the pooling bill 
received a black eye today, from which it is 


doubtful if it can recover, and even the 
friends of the .neasure now see there is but 


slight chance of passing it through the Sen- 
ate. One of the members of the lobby ad- 


mitted to Taz Trisune representative that 
all the work thus far done for the bill has 


been practically nuliified by the opposition 
shown in the committee. One of the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee, and a firm 
friend of the bill as well, expressed substan- 
tially the same opinion, I do not wish to 
say anything as to the future action of 
any particular Senator, he said, but 
if anything like the same ratio of opposition 
is develo in the Senate the bill will be 
kitled. There is a manifest disposition on all 
sides to amend the bill in such a way as to 
make it far from acceptable to the railroads, 
and unless they can secure its passage sub- 
stantially as it came from the House they 
will abandon the effort to push it at this ses- 
sion. Several of the votes in the committee 
today were extremely close, and one amend- 
ment was only beaten by a majority of one. 
Speaking as a friend of the bill, and believing 
it should be passed in the interest of the peo- 
ple and the failroads alike, I must confess 
that its prospects are exceedingly dubious and 
the chances are that it will not be heard of 
unless there is a decided change in the 
sentiment of the Senate.“ 


Railway Men Fear Amendments. 


One of the representatives of the railroads 
said: The great difficulty we had to con- 
tend with was the fact that the Senate does 
not like to swallow any House bill without 
amending it here and there, and this was the 
very thing we had been trying to avoid. We 
propose to keep up our work, of course, and 
will make as close a canvass of the Senate as 
is possible under the circumstances, but so 
far mostof the Serators with whom I have 
talked have some pet amendment which they 
propose to push, and there are so many of 
these that it seems as if the bill could not 
possibly stand the onslaught. Of course I 
cannot be quoted, for Iam employed to push 
the scheme, but I do not consider its prospects 
particularly promising, and if we get it 
through it will only be by the hardest of 
hard york.” Br

We, the undersigned Commissioners, sert 
hy the de Queen, request an interview 
with the President.“ Just think of the au- 
dacity,” said Mr. Hawley. “Think of this 
request to our Secretary of State after we had 
formally recognized the Government of Ha- 
wali.” The Senator said he desired to make 
no personal arraigument of the President, 
but he (Hawley) believed the President's 
whole course on Hawaii had been wrong. 

Mr. Gray again answered the criticisms 
upon the President. He said the President's 
letter to the royalist delegates was purely un- 
official. It was part of the conservative 
course by which the President, with a steady 
head and strong hand, was endeavoring to 
conduct public business. 

he Samoan question was unexpectedly in- 
terjected into the debate at this point. Mr.

Stated was now bound by international agree- 
ment to keep a barbarous King in power in 
Samoa.

This was part of the British policy of ag- 
gression.

The heir to 
the throne was Princess Kauilani, daughter of 
an Englishman, and now being educated in 
England. Her guardian, [heophilus Davis, 
was an English sympathizer and was to some 
extent identified with the recent up- 
ap, of royalists. “The arms used 
in this uprising were bought by an En- 
glishman,” declared Mr. Lodge. They were 
shipped ina British ship from a Canadian 
port. Theinsurrectionists were largely En- 

lishmen. When the Alameda left Hawaii 

fteen Canadians were under arrest and the 
British Minister was interceding in their be- 
half. This, said Mr. Lodge, made out the 
case that British influence was behind the 
royalist element in Hawaii. The Senator 
proceeded to criticize the action of the ad- 
ministration in taking ships from Honolulu, 
and then conlerring with the royalist dele- 
gates who came to Washington. Mr. Lodge 
thought it a peculiar coincidence that war- 
ships were withdrawn in July, at the time 
when the royalists arrived here. The pres- 
ent administration was openly and avowedly 
opposed to the existi government of 
Hawaii. The speec of Sena- 
tors in defense of the administration 
were im effect * in support of the 
royalist element of waii. But it was time 
for action by Congress. It was no longer a 
8 of the new or the old government of 

awaii, but a question of maintaining Amer- 
ican interests in Hawaii. The Senate had 
heretofore passed a resolution stating that any 
foreign occupancy of Hawaii would not be 
tolerated by the United States. This wasa 
threat to the rest of the world. It created a 
responsibility on the part of the United States. 
It should impel us to uphold the existing gov- 
ernment, because it represented American 
interests and American spirit as against for- 
eign sentiment. Mr. Lodge closed with an 
impassioned protest against pulling down the 
American flag when it had once been raised.

House Judiciary Committee, However, 
Adopts a Resolution Condemning the 
Fee System Under Which the Jurist 
Acted=Acrimonious Incidents During 
the Hearing=Bali ley and Clerk Sanders 
Make Serious Trouble for the Accused, 
Who Makes Explicit Denials. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 22.—The attempt 
to impeach Judge Augustus J. Ricks of Cleve- 
land failed today in the House Judiciary com- 
mittee by an adverse vote of 9 .to 7, and in- 
stead of a resolution for impeachment, which 
Mr. Bailey of Texas had prepared to report 
to the House, one will be presented 
denouncing the fee system which, in 
the opinion of members, has made 
the proceedings possible.

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Kausas City Court Decides as to Assured’s 
Responsibility. 

The Kansas City Court of Appeals has just 
handed down a decision on a case argued at 
the October term, in which William S.-Mur- 
phy brought suit against the North British 
and Megcantile to recoyer under a policy for 
$1,100 written on the plaintiff's building and 
stock of goods at Macon, Mo. The claim 
was resisted by the company en the ground 
the assured had failed to make proof of loss 
and to have an appraisal, as is required under 
the terms of thé policy. The court decided 


_where the adjuster and the assured could not 


agree as to the value of personal property 
destroyed it was not n2cessary for the com- 
pany to demand appraisal and that where the 
policy provided in case of disagreement ap- 
praisal should be had, such provision is a 
notice to the assured and unless he complied 
with it he could not recover any loss on per- 
sonal property. It was held further that no 
appraisal was necessary on a building, The 
court decided the pluintiff had without cause 
neglected to have the amount due determined 
by arbitrators and he was not ‘therefore in a 
position to bring action, since he could not 
show liabilities for the sum he sought with- 
out violating the fundamental conditions of a 
contract which was precedent to his right.

[The nomination of any man from Kansas for

If 
he should be asked what he did in those days he 
might and probably would reply, as did Abbé 
Sieyes. whe. when asked what he did during the

Lucien Baker did live in the early and exciting 
days of Kansas, but on one occasion he had what 
is called out West a close call.“ The char- 
acters in the episode are Col. Anthony. the 
doughty old editér; Lucien Baker, Mr. Thurs- 
ton, a Mr. Embry, and a Mr. Douglas, and, inci- 
dentally, of course, the Sheriff of the county.

a ry It occurred on the stairway 
of the old opera-house, between acts, back in the 
70s. Embry shot Anthony. The incident marred 
the performance until the participants were ro- 
moved from the scene. Col. Anthony's life was 
saved at that time by acool-headed man who 
stopped the hemorrhage of the wound in Au- 
thony’s shoulder—an artery was severed, by the 
way—by holding his thumb on the wound until a 
physician arrived. Some time after that, in the 
early 80s, when Col. Anthony was Postmaster at 
Leavenworth, Embry and Thurston engaged in the 
publication of a newspaper. There was the 
usnal editorial fusillade and bad blood engen- 
dered. Col. Anthony. as Postmaster, refused to 
allow Embry & Thurston's publication to pass 
through the mails at second-class rates, and this 
cau the warto be renewed with vigor, and 
it was a toss up for a time as to 
whether or not two would jointly 
bring down Anthony.

Thurston drew 
his revolver, the old navy, the barrel. of which 
looks like a rifle, and fl The bal! ssed 
along che street, not find a mark until it had 
— over 100 yards, when it entered the body of 

ucien Baker, who was standing in front of the 
telegraph office. He had his arms folded or the 
bali would have killed hi As it was, the bali 

through him and cut off the end of a 

thumb. Thurston fired a second shot, but Col. 
Anthony, whe was always an expert dodger of 
bullets, wes out of line and ran up a stairway. 
The second ball passed over an ear of John 
Douglas, graging the skin. Douglas was an ad- 
vertising agent for Col. Anthony. The effect of 
the second shot of Thurston removed Douglas 
from active work for some time, and Col, An- 
thony paid the expenses and also sent him away 
on a vacation in the hope of recovery. Tuat was 
characteristic of Anthony. 

As soon as Col. Anthony was out of the way 
Thurston jumped into a hack and under orders 
was driven to the City Calaboose, where he cave 
himself up A few moments later the Sheriff of 
the county arrived, removed Thurston from his 
cell, put him in a carriage. and with him drove 
to Atchison, where he kept him until public ex- 
citement bad cooled down. It was timely, that 
act of the Sheriff, fora mob had formed down- 
town among the friends of Baker, who was 
thought to be done for“ The Sheriff removed 
Thurston from Atchison to the State Peniten- 
tiary, where he remained until Baker recove 

And now Baker is aboutto put on the 
Senatorial robe. He is a striking figure, 

determined, independent, and noted for his de- 
liberation. His friends swear by bim, and if they 
knew he was a Senetorial aspirant in this con- 
test they got the tip from him to keep chady 
about it until the trap was ready tospring. He 
will be much more forceful in the Senate than 
Martin, whom he succeeds, and if the irides- 
cent Ingalls should succeed Peffer when 
Poffer's term is out. Kansas will be again notice- 
able in the Uaited States Senate, as it was when 
the team was Togas and Plumb.]

University of Chicagea Likely to Have An- 
other New Building. 

In the name of Mrs. Kate Newell, Doggett, 
revered as the inspirer of woman’s advanced 
work in Chicago, it is proposed to erect an ad- 
ditional woman’s building at the University 
of Chicago. There are three woman’s dormi- 
tories at the university—Foster, Beecher, and 
Kelley Halls,so named after philanthropic Chi- 
cago women. However, the incoming tide of 
ambitious young womanhood to this center of 
learning makes imperative the early erection 
of another building for their accommodation. 
On behalf of this movement meetings were 
held consecutively yesterday afternoon in the

With 
reference to the movement for women’s dor- 
mitories, undertaken three years ago, he con- 


tinued: 

The policy of women included in the begihning 
of this work was a bold one. The university was 
opened to women on exactly the same footing as 
men. The consequence is that women come 
flocking from home and abroad. The questions 
which confront us today are: Can the university 
accommodate the throng, or will it have to place 
a numerical limit? Is it praferable for women 
students to live in private families and boarding 
houses or dormitories? In repiy it may be said 
that on three conditions the Presidency of the 
university was accepted. One was that the dor- 
mitory system should be an organic part of the 
institution. At present there are 320 women in 
the university and we hava homes for only half. 
Under these conditions we cannot assume the re- 
sponsibility of home influence for the constantly 
increasing numbers. As to the cost ot the pros- 
pective building it has been asked if the cost— 
$75,000—is a wise expenditure. Yes, for the 
buildings must be such as Chicago will be proud 
of, and which shall take rank with the great 
universities of the country.

SENATOR CULLOM’S RE-ELECTION, 

The two Houses of the IIlinois Legislature 
balloted for Senator yesterday. In the Sen- 
ate Cullom got 32 votes and MacVeagh 12. 
In the House Cullom got 90 and MacVeagh 
60. Today the two Houses will meet in joint 
session and complete the election. 

That matters would turn out this way has 
been apparent for some time. The Cook 
County politicians, by their divisions and 
their bickerings, threw away all the chance 
this county ever had of securing the Senator- 
ship. Half a dozen candidates were under- 
mining one another aud at the same time an 
office-seeking faction was working for Cullom. 
Under those circumstances it was clearly im- 
possible for this county to get the Senator- 
ship, no matter how much it was entitled 
to it. 

Tun Turnen has no fault to find with 
Senator Cullom for desiring to hold on 
to the high office he has filled for twelve 
years as long as Mis life lasts. He will be in 
the future neither better nor worse than he 
has been in the past third of a century, during 
all which period his official life has Ween nota- 
ble only for mediocrity. Rut for this he is 
not to blame, as he has done as well as his 
natural capabilities would permit. 

He has devoted his life to one object, and 
has not failed therein, He has been a great 
success, as far as keeping in office is con- 
cerned, and his career shows young, ambi- 
tious politicians what can be accomplished 
by patient and unfaltering devotion ta a sin- 
gle purpose—to wit: maintaining a perpetual 
grip on office to the exclusion of other and 
better men. 

Mr. Cullom has successfully dodged ex- 
pressing his opinion on the railroad pooling 
bill previous to his reélection. He has 
avoided thus far making a record on a ques- 
tion which is destined to cut a large figure in 
American politics before his term ends. It 
may look as small now as does a cloud on the 
horizon the size of @ man’s hand, but it will 
grow into a gréat storm filling the Whole 
heavens, when its evil and oppressive effects 
are felt and fully understood by the people. 
The absence of competition between the rail- 
roads as common carriers and the power 
which they will exercise without check, to 
charge the public all the traffic can bear, will 
open wide the eyes of the masses to the be- 
trayal of their interests by this Congress. 
Cullom’s share of the popular wrath will de- 
pend on tne record he makes when the Senate 
takes up for consideration the House bill 
striking out the provision of the inter-State 
commerce law which forbids pooling, thus 
abolishi&g competition among railroads, and 
leaving the entire question in the hands of 
Bill Morrison’s flexible commission and the 
overwhelming forces of the railroad pooling 
interests. Such an amendment will result 
inevitably in the public being d—d’’ every 
time, 

But the Springfield senior Senator will be 
safely ensconsced behind his third term if he 
votes against the interests of his constituents. 
The first’real indication of his course will be 
when he votes or dodges voting on Morrison’s 
amendments to the House bill, the chief one 
being to strike out the appeal to the courts in 
the event of a proposed pooling contract be- 
ing disa pproved of by the commission. Morri- 
son has stated that if this amendment is not 
adopted the commission will practically have 
nq discretion or power aud the railroads can 
do-just what they please, for the commission 
cannot produce evidence to prove to the court 
that a contract will be injurious to the inter- 
ests of the people, though convinced that such 
will be its effect. Ifthe bill passes as it stands 
Morrison has no doubt the roads will proceed 
to raise the rates. The Illinois shippers will 
wait with impatience to see what the senior 
Senator will do. 

Time will show. It will show another thing 
aleo. That is whether he will stand by what 
he said prior to election on the subject of the 
McKinley law. Last December, when asked 
by a TrIpunz correspondent whether he was 
in favor of the reénactment of that measure, 
his reply was— 

One thing is certain and that is that we are not 
going to make any plunges. We could not if 
we would. and we would not if we could. ro- 
enact the McKinley bill law as it was passed in 
1890. When we get the pgwer we shall probably 
make a protective tariff law on a fair protective 
basis, but it will be done irrespective of the law 
now in force or that we passed in 1890. For in- 
stance, I believe the Republicans pow ane ready 
to help take the differential duty away from re-

CHICAGO REAL ESTATE BOARD. 

The latest annual banquet of the Chicago 
Real Estate Board was a glowing success. The 
speakers did not deal so much in statistics as 
has been the rule at some previous gather- 
ings, but they quoted a good many solid and 
substantial facts, nota few of which deserve 
more than a fleeting remembrance. The 
board in its collective capacity has done 
much for the real welfare of the city, while it 
goes without saying that its individual mem- 
bers are among the most wide awake and en- 
terprising of all those who make Chicago 
their home. 

Among the good things the organization 
has accomplished or helped in domg are the 
investigation of our monstrously unjust 
special assessment system, the appointment 
ofa Torrens Land Transfer Commission, 
revision of the building ordinance, the work 
of the Drainage Commission, preventing the 
sixty-acre Lake-Front grab by the Illinois 
Central railroad company, defeat of the 
scheme to build a new court-house, lowering 
of Cook County taxes by the State Equaliz- 
ing Board, the securing of an order for 
judicial sales of real estate at the rooms of 
the board, an ordinance against livery stables 
on residence streets, and the crusade against 

grade crossings of railroad tracks. During 

ex La more than 1,600 judicial sales were 

at the rooms of the board, the property 

an aggregate value of nearly seven 

— dollars, and the total 0¹ valuations 

made by the board since its organization is 

some 78 million dollars, dboat 5 per 

cent of which was made during the depressing 
times of 1804. 

President Dunlap Smith dealt with the en- 
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said the people’s evidence in the Lake-Front 
case is before tho and we may look 
for a speedy decision that will restore to them 
their own and give them the possibility of a 
park near the center of the city greater in ex- 
tent than the present area of Lincoln Park. 
He stated that the board soon will begin an 
earnest endeavor to secure the necessary 
legislation at Springfield to effect a reform 
of the special assessment system and the pas- 
sage of the Torrens bill, He also called at- 
tention to the need of a radical change from 
the present unequal and unjust system of 
taxation in Cook County, which may be sat- 
isfactory enough for small communities, but 
never has been adequate or suitable here, 
The existence of no less than fifteen taxing 
authorities within the limits of Chicago, each 
of which levies and collects taxes every year, 
is a cryingevil. It is so absurd, and has 
become 80 corrupt and vicious, that it can- 
not last. It should be made to give way to 
a rational plan of combining the various 
towns into the City and County of Chicaigo 
under one government, with ene Assessor or 
Board of Assessors, whose office shall be in 
session the entire year. 

All this is in the line of reform, and the city 
and its people should be proud of an organ- 
ization which hag done so much and aims to 
do so much more. There may be something 
of selfishness in the movement, because the 
welfare of the dealer in real estate is vitally 
bound up with that of the city in which he 
does business. But the selfishness is of the 
enlightened order, which aims to benefit the 
individual by increasing the prosperity of 
others instead of seeking to fatten on the mis- 
fortunes and miseries of fellow-mortals. 80 
it is to be hoped that the Real Estate Board 
will go on conquering and to conquer, and 
find fresh fields of useful activity after its 
present efforts for municipal reform have 
been crowned with success.

THE CHICAGO POSTOFFICE BILL. 

Tue Taipuye stated yesterday that the bill 
which passed the House for the construction 
of a new government building appropriated 
In 
order to facilitate its passage it was amended 
so that it does not appropriate a cent. The 
money which will be needed, which must not 
exceed four millions, will have to be fur- 
nished by subsequent Congresses. 

There will be no trouble on that score. 
There have been one or two cases wherea 
bill has passed authorizing the construction 
of a building and the appropriation has been 
some years in comming. But if the Senate will 
pass the measure now before it, the next Con- 
gress will provide all the money that may be 
required during the next fiscal year and sub- 
sequent years. In order that there might be 
no early calla on a treasury which the present 
tariff law has depleted, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations insisted on an 
amendment which allows six nionths fur the 
preparation of the plana, and the time in 
which the building must be ready for occu- 
pancy was extended to three years. 

Senator Palmer says he thinks he can get 
the bill through the Senate without difficulty. 
If he does Chicagoans will be much obliged 
tohim. Then when the next Congress meets 
and a bill comes up making an appropriation, 
he must look after that also. 

When the bill gets through the Senate the 
next thing for Chicagoans to do will be to en- 
deavor to induce the Supervising Architect to 
prepare plans for a business structure, and‘ 
not for a purely ornamental and useless one 
and also to get him to expedite its construc- 
tion as much as possible. Congressman Hop- 
kins said that twelve monthe would be abun- 
dant time in which to construct the building 
from the date of letting the contract it Chi- 
cago architects and builders had charge of the 
work. That is true, and the structure they 
would run up would be just as durable and 
handsome and more habitable than the one 
which will be built by the government of- 
ficials following government methods. 

But the officers of the Treasury Department 
will be in no hurry. They will plod along in 
their slow, deliberate way, just as they did 
when the present building was erecting. Still, 
after having waited for a good many years 
for a decent postoffice building, Chicagoans 
can manage to waita little longer. The em- 
ployés will be more comfortable in any tem- 
porary quarters which may be provided than 
they are in their present one and can work 
to more advantage. So on the whole the in- 
evitable delay can be endured. 


THE SUGAR TRUST COMES OUT AHEAD. 

For the purpose of perfecting its monopoly 
the sugar trust some years ago secured con- 
trol of the large Philadelphia refineries. A 
suit was brought under the Sherman anti-trust 
act of 1890 against the different parties inter- 
ested in those refineries who had gone into 
the combination with the trust. It has just 
been decided by the Supreme Court in favor 
of the defendants, thus sustaining the view of 
the case taken by the Circuit Court. 

The language of the law is: 

Every contract, combination in the form of 


F trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint of 


trade or commerce among the several States or 
with foreign nations is hereby declared to be ille- 
gal. . Every person who shall monopolize 
or attempt to monopolize or combine or conspire 
with any other persons to monopolize any part 
of the trade or commerce among the several 
States or with foreign nations shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 


The Supreme Court holds, Justice Harlan 
dissenting, that the above provisions do not 
cover the case of thesugar trust. Monopolies 
in manufacture were not aimed at by the law. 
They were left to the States to deal with. It 
is admitted by the court that the combination 
was made forthe purpose of gain, but that 
gain was not to be secured through the con- 
trol of inter-State commerce. The fact that 
an article is manufactured for export to an- 
other State does not of itself make it an ar- 
ticle of inter-State commerce. The Ceurt 
then says: 


it was in the light of well-settlea principles that 
the act of July 2,1890, was framed. Congress 
did not attempt thereby to assert the power to 
deal with monopoly directly as such, or to limit 
or restrict the rights of corporations created by 
States. or the citizens of States in the acquisi- 
tion, control, or disposition of property: or to 
regulate or prescribe the price or prices at which 
such property or the products thereof should be 
sold; or to make criminal the acts of persons in 
the acquisition and control of property which 
the hit ag of their residence sanctioned or per- 
mit 


Thus, even though the trust got control of 
all the refineries in the country, and close 1 
them ail except those in New York, refining 
there sugar which was sent to all parts of the 
United States, and though the trust regulated 
and fixed the price at which that sugar was 
seld in all parts of the United States, it could 
not be attacked under the Sherman law, un- 
less it was shown that it had done something 
to restrict commerce between the States. 

Mr. Justice Harlan took a somewhat broad. 
er view of the case than his colleagues, As 
the object of the combination of the sngar 
companies was the regulation of the sale of 
sugar, as well as the control of its manufact- 
ure, he thought the subject came within the 
scope of inter-State commerce, But the ma- 
jority is on the other side, and there does not 
seem to be much usefulness left to the Sher. 

man law. 

The present Congress has had something to 
say about trusts. One of the sections of the 
new tariff law provides that—

enters or is intended to enter. 

The combination known as the suger trust 
is an importer of raw sugar, fro:a which it 
manufactures the refined article. One of the 
objects of that combination is to raise the 
price of refined sugar to a point which it 
would not reach if free competition were not 
checked. Why should not this law which is 
broader than the act of 1890 cover the case 
of the sugar trust? 

Other combinations like the whisky trust 
which do not import their raw materials can- 
not be reached under this new law. The Su- 
preme Court says that such trusts, even 
though they bestride the continent, must be 
dealt with by the States and not by the 
Congress. Then nothing remains but for 
the States to act—to ‘make anti-trust laws 
and to enforce them. If the Philadelphia re- 
fineries are in a combination the State of 
Pennsylvania must deal with them. Its citi- 
zens must not look to Congress for relief 
which their State Legislature can give them 
if it chooses. Those persons who are com- 
plaining of centralization and “the ab- 
sorption of the powers of the States by the 
General Government should take aotice 
that the suppression of trusts has been de- 
clared by the Supreme Court to belong to the 
States. It remains to be seen how competent 
they are to attead to the matter. 


AN ENGLISH VIEW OF OUR NAVY. 

The London Morning Post of a recent date 
contains an article upon the Amgrican navy 
which is more than usually interesting both 
because itis written by an expert and be- 
cause of its comparisons with English vessels. 
It assumes the fact as beyond question that a 
formidable American fleet is nearmg com- 
pletion under circumstances which are unique. 
The fleet of the civil war possessed all the de- 
fects of hurried work and when the war was 
over and the country was secure from attack 
it relied upon these vessels for a quarter of a 
century. Then commenced the season of 
activity. The vessels of the fleet were obso- 
lete andin replacing them the government 
had the advantage of starting from the point 
in naval construction which had been reached 
by other powers. On this point Capt. Orde 
Browne, the English expert, says: 

Profiting by drawings giving all the necessary 
details, and even employing men who had been 
engaged in England in working out the designs, 
it was found feasible to spring, without a single 
false step or disappointment, to the very front 
and to work forward so as to rival those who baa 
offices and dockyards full of all that nardly- 
bought experience had furnished. 

The Post, while claimmg that the United 
States has taken European designs, at the 
same time acknowledges that it has modified 
them to suit its con requirements and un- 
doubtedly developed a type of its oon. Com- 


paring the fleet with those of foreign nations 


it is of opinion that, bulk for bulk, our ves- 
sels are better protected and more heavily 
armed, It makes the followmg interesting 
comparison between the cruiser New York 
and the Blenheim: 

Taking, for example, our Blenheim of 9,000 
tons, launched in 1890, and comparing her with 
the New York of 8,150 tons, launched in 1891, 
we find that the formeris only provided with a 
protective deck, while the latter has a 4-inch 

ol belt and 10 inches of armor on her turrets. 
Tie English vessel is armed with two 22-ton 
guns, ten 6-inch quick-firing guns, and sixteen 
8-pounder quick-firers, whilst the New York car- 
ries six 8-inch guns and twelve 4-inch quick- 
firers, as well as eight 6-pounders and four 1- 
pounders of the same type, The Blenheim, how- 
ever, was formerly armed with G6-inch guns that 
were not quick-firing, and there can be no doubt 
that the Americans were in advance of us in the 
general adoption of guns of this type. In fact, 
the New York would have had a tremendous ad- 
vantage in the overwhelming power of her quick- 
fire guns, though the English ship has at least a 
knot an hour advantage in speed, and is supposed 
to be capable of steaming 15,000 miles at ten 
knots, as against 18,500 miles indicated on 
paper for the New York. Even, however, with 
the improvement in the Blenbheim's armament, 
the defensive powers of the New York give her 
an advantage. 

A further comparison is made between the 
protected cruiser and “‘ commerce-destroyer”’ 
Minneapolis and the Edgar, a vessel of sim- 
ilar type in the English navy. The Edgar 
has made nearly 21 knots an hour with 
12,550 horse-power and her displacement is 
7,350 tons. The displacement of the Minne- 
apolis is 7,550 tons, her extreme speed is 22 
knots an hour, and her radius of action at 10 
knots is estimated at 26.240 miles, while that 
of the Edgar is 10.000 miles. While the 
Edgar has a superiority of fire, the Minne- 
apolis has the advantage of speed and coal en- 
durance, 

Summing up in the comparison the Post 
finds that while the English vessels carry 
more coal andammunition, have more free 
board, heavier hulls, and better protection by 
armor for their gun positions, the American 
vessels have enormous powers of attack and 
defense and greater speed. It also finds that 
the American vessels are kept within reason- 
able dimensions, which leads it to make the 
natural suggestion that if the United States 
can obtain all that it needs in ships of this 
size, and if European powers can do the same, 
itis difficult to understand why we siould 
persist in building nothing but these enor- 
mous battle ships.“ Admitting the correct- 
ness of the views of this English expert it is 
evident that the United States has created a 
formidable navy'and that it is attracting the 
serious attention of foreign powers. It has 
been brought home to England in the most 
practical way possible, that is by making a 
practical standard of comparison. 
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Tue annual conference of negroes at Tus- 
keegee, Ala., under the auspices of the Tus- 
keegee Normal and Industrial Institute, will 
meet at that place Feb. 20, and all of the 
States in the black belt will be represented 
there. It will be remembered, perhaps, that 
this institute is under the management of 
Booker T. Washington, a negro, who has al- 
ready been heard in Chicago and whose 
scheme for the training and elevation of his 
race commended itself at the tune to all who 
are interested in the negro problem. The in- 
stitute is conducted upon the same lines as 
that at Hampton, which achieved such a re- 
markable success under the management of 
the late Gen. S. C. Armstrong. The Tuskee- 
gee Institute, indeed, is the one practical, 
helpful, and hopeful sign in the South for the 
advancement of the negro race, and on this 
account the forthcoming annual conference 
will be watched with great interest by those 
concerned in its proceedings and sympathiz- 
ing with its purposes. 
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Pror. Emmoys of the Geological Survey

It is probable that the figures 
in any particular case could not be depended 
upon to within 10 per cent of their face} and 
that the 15 per cent of difference between the 
aggregates would be found to be several units 
per cent wide ofthe truth if the real facts 
could be ascertained. As they caunot be 
known, by any process at the command of 
the official or other statistician, they must be 
accepted as the nearest available approxima- 
tion to the facts for purposes of comparison 
only. As attempted measures of absolute 
value the figures may be said to be worth 
hardly anything. 


Tue suggestion was made the other day by 
Judge Kohlsaat that the election law should 
be amended so as to have but 200 voters to 
the city precinct. The law puts the number 
now at 300 and says that when 450 votes 
have been cast in a precinct it must be di- 
vided. At the last election there were many 
precincts where there were over 500 voters, 
and where, owing to the system of delay prac- 
ticed by the Democrats, many men lost their 
votes. To chauge the law as suggested would 
add to the expense of holding an election. 
There would have to be more judges and 
clerks and more polling places would have to 
be rented. But, on the other hand, cheating 
would be made more difficult. It is easier 
for clerks to make a thorough and faithful 
canvass where they have only about 200 men 
to look after. The judges of a small precinct 
are much more likely to know the men living 
therein than those of a large one, and hence 
it is harder for men not entitled to vote to 
get their names on the registry booke. Where 
the vote to be received and counted is a small 
one the judges do not get as tired out and are 
less apt to make blunders. The smaller the 
precincts the less likely is the error or fraud 
of one set of judges to affect the general re- 
sult. The majority of the voters will not 
mind the extra expense if they can get honest 
elections. But if the Election Commissioners 
will do their duty and select honest and com- 
petent judges and clerks it will be easy to se- 
cure honest elections even with 300 voters to 
the precinct. 


Tue London Financial Times asks what 
will be the effect on the price of silver due to 
the closing of the war between Japan and 
China, which it thinks cannot be far off. One 
of the causes of the recent fall in the price of 
silver is the lessened demand from’ China, anc 
the Japanese demand also has dwindled, both 
for the same warlike reason. One of two 
events is likely to happen in connection with 
a declaration of peace between those contend- 
ing nations. Japan may exact a large war in- 
demnity in gold from Chin4, and then set up 
a gold standard for itself, following the ex- 
ample of the most highly civilized nations in 
other parts of the world. In that case a 
further decline in the price pf silver would be 
inevitable, and how far it would go is hard to 
estimate, The lowest costof production with 
our present methods under the most favora- 
ble circumstances seems to be about 14 pence 
per ounce of the British. standard of fineness, 
which corresponds to less than 24 cents for 
the value of the silver in the United States 
dollar. It seems not improbable that if Japan 
should take the course indicated silver would 
drop to 20 pence, which would make the 
United States dollar worth about 34 cents, 
and correspond to a ratio of 47 to 1 for the 
values of eqnal weights of gold and silver. On 
the other hand, if Japan should take its in- 
demnity in silver and retain the silver stand. 
ard a rise in the quotation for the white metal 
might be counted on.

Tun foreign ct commerce of the United States 
for the calendar year 1894 and as compared 
with 1893 is thus summarized: Exports, 
825 millions, a loss of 51 millions; imports 
free of duty, 380 millions, a loss of 27 
millions; dutiable imports, 293 millions, a 
loss of 64 millions; total imports, 673 mill- 
ions, a loss of nearly 94 millions; excess of 
exports, 152 millions, a gain of 43 millions; 
net exports of gold, 81 millions, an increase 
of 74 millions; excess of export of silver 
coin, bullion, and ore over imports, nearly 
30 millions, against a corresponding excess 
of 19 millions for the previous year. Ace- 
cording to these figures we have sent abroad 
263 millions in merchandise and gold for 
which there is no offset in imports, It may 
be supposed that 100 millions of this amount 
has gone to pay interest and dividends upon 
such of our securities as are held abroad and 
that the other 162 millions went to puy for 
securities that were returned for sale or loans 
withdrawn, But the latter amount should be 
reduced by the cost of ocean transportation, 
the tabulated values of our imports being 
those at the ports of departure for this couii- 
try. Yet after this allowance was made, if it* 
were possible to give the figures, there still 
would remain a large amount which cannot 
be accounted for otherwise than on the theory 
that the: foreigners have been “ realizing” 
freely on their holdings of American se- 
curities.

Tun report of the savings banks in Massa- 
chusetts for the year ending with last Oc- 
tober shows e small increase in deposits over 
those of the previous year.

There are now 20,000 in front of the palace 
clamoring for war and pledging their sup- 
port to President Diaz. They are mainly 
composed of students of the law and mining 
and medical schools. Mexico has been pre- 
paring for war for some time, and has 12.000 
troops on the border. All the officers that 
have not been on active duty have been noti- 
fied to report for marching orders. 

President Diaz made his speech to the 
parading students and others in front of the 
palace this afternoon saying he would not re- 
‘eede from Mexico's just rights. The answer 
to Mexico’s final ultimatum is to be received 
here Jan. 24, but President Diaz has notified 
Guatemala that he will not recede from the 
original demands. Both countries are pre- 
paring for war. 

Diaz May Take the Field. 

An interesting story in circulauon regard. 
mg the probable outbreak of war between 
Guatemala and Mexico is to the effect that 
Gen. Diaz will take command of the forces 
on the frontier in person. The report is wide- 
ly spread in official gossip and is not without 
the range of possibility. In the higher circles 
it is held that Gen. Diaz will not leave his 
seat as Chief Executive in the pending diffi- 
chities, at least not until his presence is im- 
peratively demanded at the front. The gen- 
eral opinion of those close to the Execu- 
tive is that he will place the com- 
mand finally in the hands, of one 
of three men to push the Guatemalan 
invasion. Those three officers are Gen. Ber- 
nardo Reyes, Governor of the State of Leon 
and General of a division of the Mexican 
army; Gen. José Vicente Villado, Governor 
of the State of Mexico and General of a bri- 
gade; and Gen. Louis Torres, Governor of 
the State of Sonora and General of a bri- 
gade. Of these three it is pretty well known 
that the choice of the President is Gen. Reyes, 
who is also the understood favorite of Gen. 
Diaz as his successor as Chief Executive of 
this republic. The Guatemalan war will give 
the President an excellent oppcrtunity to 
bring out his protégé and push him well for- 
ward in pubiic favor as the hero of the Guate- 
malan episode. 

Reyes is already well and favorably known 
by his valor and fine executive abilities, and, 
next to the President, is the most popular 
man in Mexico among Americans. By his 
friendly and encouraging attitude as Govern- 
or of Nuevo Leon he has planted many large 
American industries in the City of Monterey, 
and today, as a result, that place has a larger 
American population than the City of Mexico.

A serious disturbance occurred at Foo Chow 
last month, when an attempt was made to 
bury the remains of Capt. Fong, beheaded for 
cowardice at the single naval battle of the 
war, with the ceremonies appropriate 
to the rank he had held. Fong was the officer 
who took his ship out of action before the 
fight had fairly begun and was decapitated 
without trial at Port Arthur by order of Ad- 
miral Ting. The funeral procession was 
stoned and dispersed by rioters, who seized the 
coffin and would have maltreated the remains 
but for the opportune arrival of a strong 
guard on the scene. The interment was eub- 
sequently effected by night and in strict 
privacy. A few days later a  asimi- 
lar uprising in the same city was 
caused by the announcement that 
Commodore Liu, late commander of the 
Chen Yuen, would be entombed with naval 
honors. Liu had committed suicide im- 
mediately after the disabling of his ship 
at Wei Hai Wei, and it was pop- 
ularly believed that he had intentionally 
run her on a rock. Though formerly idolized 
by his towusmen of Foo Chow, his remains 
were followed to the grave by a shrieking 
mob and would have suffered me worst in- 
dignities if the local officials, warned by the 
tumult at Fong’s obsequies, had not taken 
due precaution against extreme violence. 

The ransom paid for the release of Mme. 
Chaillet and her daughter from Chinese 
pirates was $90,000. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 22.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy has received the following 
cablegram from Admiral Carpenter, dated at 
Chemulpo, Jan. 21: 

Army has landed on the Shanghai promontory, 
China, under cover of the Japanese fleet.

The 
Eastern Telegraph company reports no pros- 
peets for the restoration of the Australian 
land lines at present. The country is still 
under flood. The Commercial Cable com- 
pany announces that messages from Shanghai 
take five and three-quarters hours in transit 
and from Yokohama six and one-quarter.

Furthermore, the example of Germany is 
having its influence with other nations with 
whom we have a large and profitable trade, 
and Sweden, Denmark, Belgium have 

rohibited the introduction of our cattle and 

ressed beef. The committee declares that 
the additional duty on foreign sugar is not 
needed, even from the standpoint of the neces- 
sity of protection to American refiners ana 
sugar growers. The amount of revente it 
might produce is insignificant, and should 
not for a moment be considered in compari- 
son with the threatened loss or lessening of 
foreign markets for our raisers of cattle and 
hogs, while no amount of revenue would com- 
pensate for the merited stigma of faithleeses- 
ness to treaty obligations.

Senator Palmer, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Pensions, today received a ruling from 
the Pension Bureau on an appeal in the case 
of Aider A. Tweedy, a corporal in Company 
K, Sixth Provisional Missouri Militia, which’ 
will have the effect of dropping from the pen- 
sion roll from 10,000 to 15,000 pensioners, 
principally those who served in the Missouri 
enroiled and provisional militia. Senators 
Palmer and Cockrell today formulated a joint 
resolution to be introduced at once extending 
the act of June 27, 18090, to include these 

nsioners and prevent their being dropped 

rom the roils. The ruling is made by 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior John M. 
Reynolds, who, after reviewing T weedy’s case 
in detail, says: The department hae previ- 
ously held regular enlistment or muster into 
the service of the United States was necessar 
to give d title to pension under the act o 
June 27, 1890. The applicant in this case 
was not enlisted into the service of the United 
States. He delonged to a portion of the 
militia of the State of Missouri, which was 
not received into the service of the United 
States. A special provision was made by the 
revised statutes fora pension to officers and 
soldiers of the provisional Missouri militia 
and the widow and children o 
such persons, under conditions therein 
stated. and this enactment, which was 
originally made March 3, 1873, arose from 
the fact that this organization of the Missouri 
militia was not in the service of the United 
States. Of itself it shows the organization 
was not made up of persons enlisted in the 
service of the United States, for if they had 
been such a law would not have been required 
to give its members a title to pension. There 
is no provision under the act of June 27, 
1890, for a pension for members of the or- 
ganization or for any person who was not 
reguiarly enlisted or mustered into the serv- 
ice of the United States. Therefore, the of- 
ficial says, measures looking to dropping the 
name of the pensioner from the pension roll 
should be taken at once. It is a disagreeable 
precedent, which may have a bearing on 
members of similar organizations in other

BREEZE OVER THE INDORSEMENT OF 
THE FINANOE OOMMITTEE. 


This Action of the Council in Taking This 
Course Creates More Comment than 
the Actual “Scrap” Which Teok Piace 
in the Main Aisle of the Chamber 
What the Authorities Have to Say of 
Ald, Madden and His Orders Mayor 
Hopkins May Call a Mass- Meeting. 

More of a breeze has been created over the 
action of the Council Monday evening indors- 
ing the policy of the Finance committee re- 
garding its right to dictate to the heads of the 
executive departments of the municipal gov- 
ernment than the free-for-all fight which oc- 
curred in the main aisle of the chamber. Lit- 
tle surprise was expressed yesterday that some 
of the Aldermen had indulged in a pugilistic 
encounter. That such exercises do not take 
place more fréquently is a surprise to some, 
Aldermer are regarded by the public as hav- 
ing strong inclinations in that direction, and 
on more than one occasion the Council has 
been adjourned in order that some of its 
members might have the opportunity to go 
to a prize fight, 

The main question now is whether the pol- 
icy established by Ald. Madden, Chairman of 
the Finance committee, can be supported by 
law, and it was discussed on all sides yester- 
day. Ald. Madden maintains that the Fi- 
nance committee has the right to dictate to 
the executive department of the city govern- 
ment as to its expenditures, both as to pur- 
chases and the number of men to be em- 
ployed, especially if a subdepartment is ex- 
ceeding its appropriation. The members of 
the Finance committee have upheld Chair- 
man Madden in this position, and thirty- 
sevens members of the Council indorsed the 
policy Monday evening. 

The position of the city administration and 
Aid. Gallagher, who raised the issue in the 
Council Monday evening, is that the Council 
itself is the only body having the right to give 
orders to the executive departmefit of the 
government. The administration refuses to 
recognize the Finance committee as having 
any such power and asserts that the charter 
a this authority in the Council itself and 

the Council neither has nor can delegate 
this power to the Finance committee. 
Comment on Madden. 

There has been more or less comment for 
a year or more that Ald. Madden, in his ca pa- 
city as Chairman of the Finance committee. 
was exceeding his authority. This criticism 
was not contined to the Democratic party, 
and on several occasions prominent Repub- 
licans have been heard to express their minds 
quise freely. They say if the Finance com- 
mittee had used the power it assumes it has 
and he!d the Democratic administration’s 
nose fo the grindstone last spring and summer 
that the city’s credit would be much better 
off today. When it leaked out, several months 
ago, that the city was in debt to the banks 
for something like $600,000, which had been 
borrowed in the face of the fact the city had 
reached the limit of its indebtedness, some 
of the members of the Finance committee, 
who voted to ratify the action of the commit- 
tee Monday night, protested the loudest and 
then declared they did not know any such 
loan had been negotiated by the city, and 
wanted to know where Chairman Madden got 
his authority. 

Mayor Hopkins and Corporation Counsel 
Palmer had along conference yesterday in 
reference to the course the administratior 
will pursue. The Mayor is determined not to

Ald, Gallagher’s Order. 


The Gallagher order, which created the 
trouble Monday evening, directed the heads 
of departments to treat ‘‘ as mere nullities all 
so-called orders of the Finance committee. 
Ald. Madden moved that this order be placed 
on file and that the action of the Finance com- 
mittee be ratitied. This is the motion which 
finally passed, after the exciting debate. The 
Gallagher order is on file and the Madden 
motion was not sent to the clerk's desk in the 
shape of an order or resolution and was writ- 
ten out by the clerk. If the Corporation 
Counsel decides that this motion is a 
resolution or an order and requires 
the Mayor’s signature Mr. Hopkins 
will fire a veto message at the Council Mon- 
day evening, and, if reports are true, it will 
be a red-hot one. The Mayoris particularly 
indignant at Ald, Madden, and it is asserted 
he has collected some interesting material to 
incorporate in his message, if he gets a chance 
to writeit. The Corporation Counsel left the 
Mayor’s office with instruction to look up the 
law and prepare an opinion as to whether 
Mr. Madden’s motion is capable of an ap- 
plication of the veto power. 

Ald, Powers raised the point in the Council 
Mondey night that the Council could not rat- 
ify the action of the Finance committee, as the 
committee had not madea report and that 
there was nothing officially before it except 
the inference raised by Gallagher's order. It 
is said the Madden move was a grand-stand 
play, and that it was not necessary to have an 
official report of the action of the Finance 
committee, Ald. Gallagher maintained that 
the discussion over his resolution drifted wide 
of the mark, and that this tack was taken on

All ordinances, petitions, resolutions, orders, 
and communications to the Council shall, —— 
by unanimous consent, be refer to appropri- 
ate committees to be decided by the Chair and 
only actcd upon by the Council at a subsequent 
meeting on the report of the committee having 
the same in charge. 

It is probable that had the Gallagher order 
been sent to a committee it would have been 
pigeonholed, but they assert that Madden 
would not have been able to get his motion 
through. 

Mayor Hopkins Talks. 

Mayor Hopkins was not disposed to enter 
into an extended discussioz of the affair. He 
said the charges that the Police Department 
is overdrawn $110,000 is not true.

Committee Named to Decide Upon What 
Fuel Shall Be Used 

The owners and their representatives met 
Mayor Hopkins and Chicf Smoke Inspector 
Adams yesterday afternoon to discuss the 
question of a smokeléss fuel for tugs durmg 
the coming season. Representatives from 
all the tug and towing companies were prés- 
sent, with the exception of the Vesse!-Owners’ 
Towimg company. The men said they were 
certainly opposed to the use of oil on the 
tugs on account of the danger, and they 
practically told the Mayor they would never 
consent to use oil. They also objected to 
hard coal. for they said sufficient steam can- 
not be raised to run a tug with this 
coal. and further it is far too 
expensive for use in the towing 
business. They then said what they desired 
is a coal that is a medium between bard and 
soft coal which will be smokeless, or practi- 
cally so. To this end it was decided to ap- 
point a committee of five to make tests and 
report back to another conference. Four of 
the members of the committee, 
were named, and the fifth is yet to be named:

Senate Bill ‘Peepers ta Bulld Anéther 

1 ‘Railroad with Ita Sinking Fund. 

asHineron, D. C., Jan. 22.—{Special.]— 
An innocent-appearing littie bill was intro- 
duced in the Senate a few days ago which 
bears the delusive title of * A bill further de- 
signating the securities in which the Union 
Pacific railway company’s sinking gund may 
be invested and for other purposes. 

The plain lish of these words is that the 
bill incorporates a company to build a rail- 
road and bridge and provides the sinking 
fund of the Union Pacific railway company 
may be used for this purpose by applying it 
to the purchase of first mortgage bonds of 
the railroad, the amount of these bonds — 
mitted to be issued on each mile being 216. 
000, or, in the estimation of competent en- 
gineers, 25 per cent more than the cost of 
constructing the road, It is also provided 

nd» shall mature in thirty years and 
bear interest at 3 per cent per N 
or at as cheap a rate as that at which the 
United States Government is able to Vell its 
bonds. The sinking fund of the Union Pacific, 
which it is proposed to use for this purpose, 
is an iw nt part of the security the 
United States 8 has for its loan to 
the road and forms the a valuable portion 
of the company’s assets. This little joker has 
no father in the Senate. It is one of those 
measures thrown before Congress by re- 
quest,“ so that no one can be pointed at as 
responsible for them, and it is questionable 
whether Senator Davis of Minnesota, who in- 
troduced it, knows its real purpose, 

Two days after its appearance on the Vice- 
President's gesk Senator Lodge brougnt in a 
resolution providing that 500 copies of the 
bill be printed, most of which have now found 
their way into the ssession of Senators 
Lodge and Hoar of Massachusetts. The road 
this bill contemplates building is to 
extend from Sioux City, la., in a southwester- 
ly direction to and connecting with the 

Jnion Pacific railroad company at or near 
Julesburg or North Platte, Neb., and the 
bridge referred tois to span the Missouri 
River at ‘Sioux City. bill provides 
** said bonds are to be issued at a rate of not 
exceeding $16,000 per mile for each mile of 
mainline of said railroad. exclusive of sid- 
ings, Constructed or acquired and approved 
as aforesaid, and in an amount of not ex- 
ceeding two-thirds of the cost of Baid bridge 
and terminals, bat not exceeeding in 
the security of said bridge the sum of 
$1,000,000 and in the security of any and all 
terminals $1,200,000. And during and in 
aid of the construction of said railroad the 
Treasurer of the United States may advance 
out of the securities in ‘said sinking fund, or 
the proceeds of any sale thereof, $60,000 for 
each five miles of new construction of said rail- 
road as completed, upon a certificate to that 
effect of the engineer of said company.” 

The bill further provides that the new road 
shall be entitied to receiveon equal terms a 
distribative share with the other lines having 
connection with the Union Pacific of uncon- 
signed freight. etc, 

Thurman act of 1878 provided that the 
Union and Central Pacific railroad companies 
should cover a certain part of their earnings 
into the Treasery of the United States as a 
sinking fund for the payment of the debt of 
these roads when it should become due. 


It is this money that is sought to 
be used to build a railroad in a re- 
gion where ali the existing roads are 


in a state of bankruptcy. It was also pro- 
vided this sinking fund should be invested by 
the Secretary of the Treasury in government 
bonds, preferably 5 per cent bonds. In 1887 
the investment of the funds was permitted in 
any government bonds or in first mortgage 
bonds of the Unioa Pacific. Now it is sought 
to permit this money to be used for construct- 
ing a new road which may not be worth when 
completed half as much as the money the 
government is asked to put into it, and which 
can hardly pay anything at all on the invest- 
ment.

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DEEP FRAUDCHARGED 
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MEAD & OOB ARE MADE DBPENDANTS 
BY TWO OLD WOMEN. 


| Hannah Hawkins and Franges M. Griffin, 
in a Bill Asking an Accounting, Charge 
the Real Estate Firm with Kendering 
Fraudulent Accounts Against Them 
Necessitating a Conveyance of Their 
Property to Pay the Bilis@General 
Court News, 


Serious charges are made against Aaron B. 
Mead and Albert L, Coe of the real estate 
firm of Yead & Coe, ina bill for accounting 
filed in the Circuit Court yesterday by 
Frances M. Griffin and Hannah Hawkins, 
The complainants are 64 ana 90 years of age, 
respectively, and are mother and daughter. 
They charge the real estate men with at- 
tempting to defraud them out of property. 
Mr. Mead is a deacon of the Firat Congrega- 
tional Church and Coe is an officer of the New 
England Congregational Church, and until 
lately a Vice-President of the Union League 
club. 

The complainants in 1875 were owners of 
progerty at Nos, 124 to 130 Dearborn avenue 
and No, 491 West Monroe street. They then 
placed it in defendants’ hands. It is shown 
that the statements, submitted by the defend- 
ants to the complainants from 1875 to 1883, 
show that the defendants had received in re- 
ceipts from the property $70,155 and dis- 
bursements, including payments to com- 
plainants of $70,955, the defendants claim - 
ing a balance due them of $799. The 
disbursements according to these statements 
consisted largely of money claimed to have 
been paid for repairs and taxes. but to further 
make up the balauce due the defendants was 
included various charges of commissions and 
interest at 8 per cent upon alleged overdrafts 
in the accounts. In 1883 Mrs. Hawkins with 
the concurrence of Mrs. Griffin conveyed to 
Albert L. Coe for the purpose of enabling the 
defendants to manage the property, all of the 
Dearborn avenue property, but the deed, the 
court is told, was never placed on record. 

The conveyance wus made, they declare, at 
the suggestion of Mead & Coe for convenience 
in managing the property and for security for 
the money claimed to be due and for any ad- 
vances which they might thereafter make. 

A month ago the complainants caused in- 
vestigations to be made in regard to the state- 
ments of disbursements and receipts. Feb. 5, 
1887, the defendants, it is averred, with the 
intent to defraud the complainants, entered 
into a contract with a man named Orrell by 
which the latter was to have charge of the re- 
pair departinent for the defendants. Under 
this contract, all work vas to be charged to 
the painting account of Mead & Coe and 
Orrell was to receive one-third of the 
net profits of the repair department. 
On this account alone, it is charged, $6,500 
was alleged to have been paid out and vouch- 
ers signed by Orrell were produced. The 
compiainants say they believe the amounts 
for repairs alleged to have been paid to 
Orrell were in fact never paid to him, but the 
vouchers were fraudulently concocted at the 
instance of the defendants for the purpose of 
obtaining exorbitant profits for the repair 
work done by Urrell. They declare the act 
amount for repairs was less than $2,500, ana 
the difference charged was so much 
money fraudulently appropriated. It 
is further charged that the repairs, other 
than those done by Orrell, making the aggre- 
gate of $6,500, were for plumbing. in ref- 
erence to this work the court is told the de- 
fendants had a fraudulent agreement with 
the persons doing this work to render bills 
greater than the amount actually expended. 

Again, the complainants represent that in 
the spring of 1880 the Dearborn avenue 
property had been for ten years leased to 

iss Julia Jorgenson, who then desired to 
further lease the premises for a term of years. 
The complainants desired she be retained. The 
defendants, it ie claimed; refused to renew 
the lease. - The defendants began repairing 
cha After making ‘ 1 it is 

the defendants claimed the women 

them $9,000 and demanded convey-

‘born avenue property. The complaiaants 
say thatthey. believing their indebedness to 
be bona fide and being unable otherwise to 
satisfy the liability, conveyed the property, 
since which time the defendants have appro- 
priated the rents of this property.

Griffin also charges that she has placed in the 
hands of the defendants for safe keeping se- 
curities amounting to $1,500, which they re- 
fuse to return to her and for which she is per- 
sonally responsible. An accounting is asked.

Says Patients Wept Because He Could Not 
Take Them In. 

John Alexander Dowie testified in his own 
behalf yesterday morning when the case com- 
menced against him by the State Board of 
Health was resumed in Justice Prindiville's 
court, He said the Divine Healing Homes 
were organized for pleasure, and that the 
guests did not come to them for treatment. 
People came to his private house and wept 
because he could not entertain them ail, 
When questioned regarding the treatment of 
patients in a medical way the doctor said 
that no one was ever treated ina medicai or 

surgical manner. He said the New Testa- 
ment was the guide, and that he and his asso- 
ciates simply obeyed its instructions.

Dr. G. Speicher, a minister, of No. 6034 
Edgerton avenue, testified that he had been 
told by Dr.“ Dowie to see a patient, Frank 
King. He conversed with King about his 
spirital condition. King, he said, could not 
pray, and he had prayed with him, and after a 
time was able to get King to pray for him- 
self. When he wentto King he told him he 
was afraid he was not getting the blessing and 
that if he had any friends he had better go to 
them. King's cough at night annoyed the 
other guests, nevertheless they were kind to 
him. The witness then procured a room for 
him in the house adjoining. He helped King 
to remove there, and the price of his board in 
the first house was refunded to him, 

Dexter Curtis of Madison, Wis., swore that 
he had beena victim of catarrh fora long 
time. He had been treated by physicians, 
but after a week’s stay at the Tabernacle he 
was entirely cured.

stock yesterday afternoon to bring the men | 


into court this morning, but he could not se- 
cure an order of release to present to the 
county jailer of McHenry County. None of 
the United States Judges would act in the 
matter until the certified copy of the order of 
Supreme Court was received. It will not 
reach the Clerk of the court until this morn- 
ing. Adeputy armed with the order of re- 
lease will leave on the 3 o’clock train today, 
and return to Chicago with the men Thursday 
morning. Bail will then be accepted, and the 
trial of the conspiracy cases will begin. All 
of the witnesses haye been summoned who 
could be found, and 200 jurors will be pres- 
ent from whom the selection will be made.

STORIES OF WORK ON WITNESSES. 


Detectives in the Case of the Murder of 
Swan Nelson Make Discoveries. 

Carl Fink, No. 2035 Barbel street, whose 
direct testimony was heard in the trial of ex- 
Policemen Moran and Healy, charged with 
the murder of Swan Nelson, was cross-exam- 
ined by ex-JudgeByam ir Judge Horton’s court 
yesterday. Fink corroborated the story of 
Casper Saeler in all material facts. He ac- 
knowledged that he was under the influence 
of liquor in Northelfer’s saloon the night of 
the tragedy. ‘* Everybody was drunk, includ- 
ing the policemen,” said Fink. The defense 
got through with Fink at the close of the 
morning session. 

Yesterday Detective B. D. S. Meyer, who 
has been at work on the case for ten months, 
loeated two more importaut witnesses for the 
prosecution. These are Peter Perlig and 
Charles Foss. Both were present at the 
time Nelson was lying on the ground. Each 
of the newly-discovered witnesses heard 
all that was said by Nelson and 
the policemen and noted the actions 
of the latter, while waiting for the arrival of 
the patrol-wagon to take Nelson away. An- 
other witness has been located in Omaha, 
Neb,, and wll probably also be sent for. 
Detective Meyer has also found a man repre- 
senting himself as a painter who has been 
circulating among witnesses offe to paint 
the interior of their houses for a ridiculously 
small compensation. In one place he was 
permitted to paint some doors and began to 
talk about the Moran-Healy murder trial. 
He is credited with having said to the owner 
of the premises, who is a witness in the case: 
“Beas lenient with the boys as you can; 
don’t give them the worst of it.“ An effort 
is being made to find this painter. Jere- 
miah Murphy. Patrick McClernan, and Rich- 
ard Murphy, the three new witnesses found 
last Saturday, were put on the stand late in 
the afternoon. 

Martin Wicket, No. 3116 Archer avenue, a 
one-armed expressman, was the first witness 
at the afternoon session of court. He said 
Nelson came into Northelfer’s saloon alone 
and ordered a glass of beer the night of the 
tragedy. Moran and Healy soo came in 
and Neison invited them to drink. Healy 
took acigar and Moran drank beer, the wit- 
ness thought. Wickert said he did not see 
Nelson leave the saloon nor did he see Moran 
or Healy go out. He heard the shooting out- 
| side but did not see any scufflé at the saloon 
door, which nalf a dozen other witnesses had 

testitied occurred. Wickert was an un- 
satisfactory witness for the State, and 
Patrick McClernan, No. 3756 Lincoin street, 
was next called. He was on his way home 
from a dance and heard the shots and ran up 
to the scene of the shooting with others. He 
saw Swan Nelson on the ground and also saw 
Officers Moran and Healy standmg near the 
prostrate man. Both were somewhat boister- 
ous.

Current reports have it that the Minnesota |

purchased all the Lake Superior iron ore mines 
and was going to form a gigantic trust. The 
Minnesota company has not entered the Goge- 
bic field and at present has no intention of doing 
so. Weare mining ore to sell, the same as 
Mr. Rockefeller’s mines are, and as we sell to 
the same customers there is sharp competition 
between us of course. There is, however, 
nothing which could be called a war in this 
business competition, nor is there anything in 
the way of a trust tp control prices ever con- 
sidered.
